Subjects Obedience is conditional, and their 
Properties, Liberties, and Blood are not at 
the abſolute Diſpoſal of the Prince; that 
this Man cannot be dealt with, but as the 
Law ſhall diredt Had the Foundation of 
our Government ſtood upon the abſolute 
Subjection of the Subject to the Supream 
Power—Had the Sovereign been under no 
Legal Limitations — He had been left to 
her Majeſty's immediate Correction 
And Merciful as the QUEEN is, and 
Tender of her People Her Majeſty could 
hardly have done leſs than have hang d 
him who had expreſly dethron'd her only 
Rightful Authority, and array'd her in a 
Garment, which would preſently kaye been 


claim'd by another.

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He had taken away her Majeſty's Par- 
liamentaryTitle to the Crown, and cloath'd 
Her with an Hereditary Geugaw, which 
may, or may not, belong to Her, or to 
another— No Prince, however Merciful, 
could have born with this Inſolence, and 
without reproaching her Majefty in the 
leaſt; Had abſolute, uncontrolable Power 
been vefted in the Queen, her Majeſty muſt 
have ſent her Guards, immediately, and 
carry'd him from the Pulpit to the G.

That the Subjects Liberty by HABE AS 
CORPUS ſhould not be infring'd 
Let us ſee, if he will quit theſe happy Ar- 
ticles, which diſtinguiſb Britains from other 
people Let us ſer, if he can practiſe un- 
conditioned Obedience now, and diveit him- 
ſelf of the Rights of aa Engliſbman 
He owns the Qucen, for he has taken the 
Oaths to her Majeity 4 if his abſolute un- 
conditien'd Obedience be his Duty, then 
he cught not to ſeek Remedies of Law, or 
take Advantages of any Acts of Parliament, 
or cf Forms of Law, but entirely to ſubmit 
to every Thing.

H=ij retain the old Principle N“ 89. to 
preach up Pailive-Obedience to every Body 
bur themſelves —— Aud well it is for him, 
that theſe Things are ſo Engliſh 
Liberty is his Safety, and by Virtue of this 
Gloricus Article, he can receive no Pu- 
niſhment, either from Queen or Parliament, 
but what is juſtify d by, and agreeable to 
the Laus of the Land Nor [hall his 
giving up his Country's Liberties, in his 


fooliſh and abſurd Notions of Goverument 


. and Obedience, forfeit for him his Rights, 
but he ſhall be defended and ſecur'd from 


Oppreſſion, by thoſe very Laws he has ex- 
ploded, and by thuſe very Limitations of 
Government which he has deſpis'd. 
doubt not, if the Doctor pleaſes but to 
refleſt on this, in the Time of his preſent 
Sufferings, he will find ſo much of the 
Advantage of it to himſelf, as may make 
him a Convert to a regulated Goverament 
for the Time to come. It is a great Miſtake 


in People to think, a regulated Monarchy 


is no Monarchy—= Limitted Sovereignty 
is better Senſe and better Grammar, even 


in Language, than Paſſive · Obedience; but 


it is much better in Politicks—as we all 
kngw by happy Experience Indeed, 
Gentlemen Higb-Fhyers, had not our Mo- 
narchy been limitted by Laws, and the 
Paſſions of the Prince cool'd by the Conſul- 
tations of a Legiſlature you muſt not 
have ſappos'd your Princes to have been 
Fleſh and Blood, or elſe you muſt have ſeen 
them ſet their Foot upon the inſolent Race 
of the Zigh-Church Party, and cruſhing 
them with the utmoſt Indignation. 

But the Safety of you all is in thoſe very 


Liberties you would baſely give up, and 


you may evidently ſee, ye have been all 
fighting againft your ſelves 1 wonder, 
the Obſervation ſhould not be'convincing. 

After all, I cannot but hope, the Zouſe 
of Commons will go on to brand the Prin- 
ciples of theſe Men, whatever they do with 
their Perſons. I ſhall puſh no Man's Fate: 
I ſhall rejoyce to ſee even my Enemy out 
of the Pit, into which his own Folly has caft 
him, for I hate no Man's Perſon. And tho? 
this very Man's Rage was the Foundation 
of my Deſtruction formerly, yet 1 ſhall be 
the laſt Man, that ſhall. ſo much as wiſh 
any Severity to bim But my Hope 
and Prayer is, and were it proper, I would 
in the humbleſt Manner addreſs the Houſe 
of Commons to a Step ſomething differing 
in this Caſe, from what moſt People are 
now jntent upon 3 and I'll exprefs. it as 
briefly as I can in my next. 
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Cannot enter here upon Things remote 

to the preſent Views you have; I know, 
the Humour of the Town They think 
always moſt upon what is immediately be- 
fore them —— But what think you of War 
abroad, Gentlemen? The Queſtion is not 
yery remote. 


Will the King of Denmark have Succe(s 
in his mad Winter-Expedition into 
Schonen ? 

Win you believe any Thing of a Treaty 
of Peace to be negotiated at Pinebowgh, 
where they ſay, his Majeſty of Den- 
mark is going to trear with no Body 

about it? 

I the Czar of Muſcovy likely to beſiege 
Riga in Pecember, on Pretence of 
ſtorming upon the Ice? And is King 
Auguſtus going tb inveſt Löing, or in 
Engliſb, are both theſe ſubtle Princes 
going to be diſtracted? 

Is the King ot Sweden dead at Bender in 
Tartary, and if not, do you know what 
he ſtays there for? 

Win the Norsbern War leffen our Troops 
in Flanders, of will it not? And if it 
ſhould, can we not recruit them, or 
rather make up the Number from 
other Places ? 

Will the French really evacuate Spain, 
and does- he do it for Want of his own 
Troops only, or npon Satisfaction, 
that Philip V. can deal well enough 
with that Glorious, Heroick, and moſt 
Magnanimous Son of the moſt Warlike 
Emperor, who now profeſſes to he 
his Enemy ?
